The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The art of 
record when considered alone or in combination, neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious a cooling device comprising of and flexible inner, an outer, an intermediate 
layer and thereby containing heat exchangers situated within a first & second chamber 
and moreover the said inner and outer layers having a plurality of venting opening. 
Furthermore a thermoelectric module consisting of said heat exchangers located on 
opposites side of thermoelectric module.
